to substantial scantlings, clean from the saw, properly 
morticed and tenoned together. 

LINING. The walls and roof are lined with sin. tongued, grooved 

and beaded white match boarding 'partitions on both 
sides), with a layer of inodorous felt between interior 
lining and exterior sheeting, to equalize the temperature 
during the summer and winter months.
